Toaunyo ewho 
has seen how red-tape rules.the ci-izen in 
Germany, it will require m-re to bring 
conviction of his individualistic tendencies 
than Prince BuELow’s thin explanation 
that “being accustomed to submit to ‘he 
laws, he accepts and obeys them,” The 
solut on seems to be that, though endowed 
with a full shore of mankind's saving grace 
of originality or individua.-m, the German, 
in spite of WILHELM von HumBotpt, is 
gradually having it expelled from him. 
Instead of realiziny that the conditions ot 
life must constantly chunye, the manugers 
of other pe. ple's business are always hailing 
the latest standard that happeas to have 
met their approval as perfection, aud they 
demand its universal adoption. Like a child 
ctying for something pretty but pos nous, 
they are everlastingly hankeri g after 
unif.rmity—on the pattern, of cour-e, that 
has caught their own faucy for the moment, 
The last phrase is a relative. In the eternal 
flux of Nature the whole life of the greatest 
reforner can be count d ouly asa momeut, 
the ideal be lives and dies for but o1.e uspect 
of truth, which has many, maay sides, and 
even these subject to kaleidoscopic change. 
China is a country that beyond all others 
affords an object lesson of the furility of 
orthodoxy. Long ago its thinkers discovered 
a good set of customs, excellent working 
hypotheses, and straightway they took that 
most fatal form of opiate, stereotypy. No 
one has been permitted to do any thinking 
since, Indeed, the finality and iwmut- 
ability of their wisdom has been accepted 
for so many thousands of years that it is 
doubtful if any learned Chinaman has ever 
thought there was any wisdom leit to glean, 
much as many Koglishmen believe tuat 
SHAKESPEARE has put the copingstone on 
English literature. No one really believes 
that there are iu the sea as big fish as ever 

~ . e 
came out of it; at least our b-haviour 
indicates disbelief, Man claims more even 
than God did, ia the fable of creation. As 
the various parts came into being, we are 
told, He saw that it was good. Man, otf 
his own progreeses and achievements, uses 
the superlative, says this is the best, and 
once satisfied himself, cannot compreheud 
why it should not be good enough for every- 
body. The heterodox ure the salt of the 
earth, even the Peculiar People, the 
Christian-Scientisis, the Simple Lifers, the 
Collectivists, aud so on. They are useful 
so long as they are heterodox, but the 
moment tieir heterodoxy threateus to 
become orthodox, tuey have done their 
work, have served their purpose, like the 
coral insect of the rising reef. ‘lhey have 
helped to provide that variety which is the 
substance with which thought builds, aud 
they have helped to keep alight the flick- 
ering flame of originality, o1 individuality, 
without which the path of progress cannot 
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be trodden. -It is the nonconformists who 
save us from the desputism of the maj -rity, 
and tha peril of that tvranny is so great, so 
ever present, that we muy be thankful for 
almost any kind of freak or abnormality 
which keeps us awake to the possibility of 
diversity.§ The German, like every other 
man, 18 all too eisily drugged into ‘“ un- 
conscious servility,” and it is to be huped, 
for his own gake, that he will never be 
‘““more easy to ygovern.’”’ The people that 
is easy to govern is lost, moribund, useless. 
Cireumspice ! 


CHI ESE AND MANCHUS. 


(Daily Press, 26th August). 

A well-informed Chinamin of our 
acquaintance anticip1tes trouble in China, 
par icularly in Kwangtung. He has a 
greater opinion of Sun Yart-sen’s power 
than we have, and the ba! crops, famine, 
and hardships of the people will, he think., 
make it easy fur that ugitator and his 
helpers to fan into flames u fire that is, he 
asserts, already well alight. There is, he 
tells us, a new and better public spirit 
abroad throughout the Chinese. He in-ists 
that it is the people themselves who are 
keenest on the suppre-sion of the opium 
vice. They have become convinced, our 
instructor ullezes, of the physica’ and moral 
degeneration involved, aud are fa-niliar with 
the argument as to the drainave of the 
country’s fiusncial resources that the 
con-umpltion causes. That is as may be. 
Scrpticista toward such views hag be-n so 
long implanted and go firmly rooted that 
assertions an! assumptions of that uature, 
however well-informed their inspiration 
appears, pass over the old resident as the 
missiles from Chinese ordinance have hither- 
to passed over pirates and other enemies. 
On one p int, however, we were glad to 
welcome conversation, and “this point was 
contained in our question whether there 
really is any general antipathy noticeable as 


between Chinese and Manchus. The 
answer was in the affirmative. Onur 
suggestion that such antipathy is most 


likely confived to the official classes, and 
born, not of long standing and untorgotten 
racial hatreds, but of comparatively recent 
jealousies and resentments concerning the 
granting of appointments and «emoluments, 
was promptly negativel, Well, as we have 
pointe-| out befure, i: is certaiuly signidcant 
that in spite of well meant permissory 
Edicts there should have bee: so litiie 
intermarriage betwe-n the two p-oples. 
Chinese have been lat-ly almost ostent- 
utiously thrust iuto positions formerly 
monopolis-d by Manchus, but as y-t tho-e 
have been t 0 few to convey conviction «f 
Pekirg's good faith, and have been regarded 
as sops thrown to Cerherus—therein lucking 
a pleasing recognition of the fact that the 
Munchux have beguo to take the Cninese 
more seriously, to regurd their possible 
prote-ts with more re-pect. The arrival 
of this state of affairs is not hard 
to be understood. It ia not that the 
Chinese have changed so much, as that 
the hitherto dominant race has deteriorated. 
The Chinese are probably as averse to 
fighting, as prone to follow the line of least 
rvsistunce, as they have ever been, and ag 
their wise men have encouraged them to be. 
But the bold Mauchu who, by sheer seli 
confidence and warlike training, ha-! carri-d 
all before bim, and asserted his mastery, 
what of him? It is notorious thit such 
success has spoiled him. He has slacked 
off. He is neither a good soldi-r nor a go xl 
statesman. He isin -he position of a cock 
of the walk, of a school bully who has 
allowed himself to get out of conlition. The 
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tack shop, and long immunity from having 
his aut -cracy quastioned, has done for hin. 
He is flabby. Even bluff will not serve him 
now, for the-small boys have begun to 
notics his cndition. To change the image, 
tney have discovered that t1e brazen joss 
has feet of clay, and thay are less inclined 
to genuflect before it. Mora than that, the 
monster is in peril of baing overturned. 
The pro-Chinese vernacular journals are 
getting to be very outspoken. They are 
calling spades spades, and Manchus worse. 
Our Chineze friend anticipates t¥ouble, and 
that soon. Incidentally, he is much 
concerned about the possible interference of 
Grevt Britiin As Hoagkong depends upon 
Canton for most of its food supplies, which 
would be seriously interrupted by an 
upris ng, it is indeet not unlikely that the 
British Goverament woul! bave s»methiag 
to say. But it will bo time enough to 
think of Pasteur when the dog bite: us, 
No one dires t> prophesy. but we venture 
the opinion, anyhow, that the time is not 
yet, nor the man. Mr. Sun Yat-sen 
matters no more than a pip ina pumelo. 
[t is the ptragraphs yrowiag daily more 
pointed, thé casual b»mbthruwer, the wordy 
student, who are thrasting in the wedge. 
The nature and results of the upheaval

TRADE MARKS

Neither Cuina nor Japan has so far fallen 
into line with Britain, America, Germany, 
anu Italy in the matter of protec iug the 
rights inteided to b3 securel by trade 
marks. China did some time ago uner- 
take to establish offices for the resistration 
of foreizn tra le mirks, but the regulations 
drawo up in 1904 by the Cniuese Board of 
Trade were not acceptable to the foreiga 
Governm-nts interested. These drafted a 
set of trade mark regulations which werd 
submitted fur Chinese guidance in 1905, but 
over a year later, ia November of last year, 
it may be remembered, Chiaa produced 
another series which were equally unaccep:- 
able and showel conclusively that the 
Chinese hid not deemed the foreign sugyges- 
tious worthy of consileration. Tae foreigs 
Powers are insisting oa the adoption of 
regulations m-re im accord wits thuse 
recommended, aid there, diplym .tica:ly, the 
matter stands. An totelligant Yuvtai at 
Shanghai, however, by ths prouclimatioa 
repro:uced in auvth-r columa, has got 
considerably in alvance of ths Caatral 
Government, aud his action may possibly 
lead to a seltloment of tue qu stiou ou 
broader lines. Peking has not s-emed to 
realize the importauce and urge cy of the 
busin-ss, but t.ey will psruaps o w address 
enquires to the Shiughwi official, wh se 
auswers should mike then wiser. his 
Ta>tai unders auds the issues involved for 
the simpls resson thit some of bis coa- 
stituents have been suffering owing to the 
lack of segislation bearmg on the practice 
of copyright intringemeuts. Muissiunary 
publishers in Shanghai have beeu publisuthy 
Chiuese books aad undersell ng the Cniuese 
publishers. ‘ney hive beau doing nothing 
illegal, aad as the class of books oon- 
cerned are su pwed to bs ben-fival to 
the p-ouwle, tney can plead that they are 
mora-ly justified in givieg them wider cir- 
culaiion. We belicve that it wus a pro 
bono publico reason of this nature which 
prowmpt:d toe Japanese G .v-roweut ty uold 
alsof from the covyrigot proposals of the 
other Powers. It admits educwsioual nooks 
aud indeed bvoks of ull kinds and of all 
languages io free of duty, and wo hava sean 
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it argued in Japan that bigh prices for 
such works ure contrary to public interest. 
Some of the arguments, in fact, were not 
unlike those recently roade by the London 
Times during its Book War. Still, that 
does not fully excuse the Japanese in this 
connection, for their dereliction extends to 
things other than printed matter; and a 
contemporary very properly argues that as 
the Japanese Government has refused to 
join the Powers mentioned, for the mutual 
protection of trade marks, it has to face all | 
responsibility for the offences aginst in- 
ternational copyright committed by un- 
scrupulous Japanese merchants and others, 
and no amount of protestation or inveighing 
_ against Chinese shortcomings will satisfy 
“foreign traders of the sincerity of the 
‘ Japanese Government in protecting in- 
_ dividual property in its owa country: The 
“suggestion that it is possible that the 
unsatisfactory attitude of Japan in this 
matter, her failure to co-operate with the 
four Powers in proteoting the interests of 
their nationnls and the bad example set by 
individual Japanese, are responsible for the 
dilatoriness displayed by China in carrying 
out her treaty obligations, is not wmreason- 
able, but should not be unduly pressed. 
There ia no doubt whatever that the officials 
at Peking s.e nothing more in the scheme 
than an opporiunity to levy further imposts 
on trode, though thera are pleaty of mer- 
cbants with favourite “chops” who could 
teach them utherwise, if they would listen, 
ar they hnve doubtless taugit the Shanghai 
Taotai. The proclamation of this official is 
practically a law for the area of his juris- 
diction, so that in Shanghai at least tra‘le 
marks can now find sanctuary, until Pekivg 
rescinds the order. But, as we have said, 
it ia to be hoped this action by the 
Shanghai Twotai will act naa leaven in the 
lump, and awaken Peking tu a sense of its 
duty in the matter. 


CROWN AGENTS.

Bat 
there cinnot be a shadow of doubt thst the 
existing system is, on the whole, a good one, 
No local trader can bay to as mach sivantage 
as the Crown Agents, and local parchase in 
small communities would lead irresistibly to 
abuse, Experience has in hundreds of instances 
proved these statements t» bs orrrect, The 
Colonial Secretary ia, therefor, well advised in 
discouraging the practios of obtaining supplies 
locally unless there be good reason for it. Of 
coarse, it haz to be resorted to when ths quan. 
tities at on» time are not large, or speed is 
necassary.

THE PHILIPPINES.

Disguiseit how they may, there is.uo doubt 
that a large section of politicians in the 
United States are heartily sick of their 
acquisition of the Philippines, aud if they 
on'y saw a decent way out of the business 
would gladly retire, “bag ani bazgaye.” 
Even Mr. Tart, wh» was amongst the 
principle advocates for ratainiug th» islinds, 
has almost givea up all hope of miking a 
good job of their retention. Nor du the 
people of the Philippiues at all rise to the 
Instead of 
seeking to accommodate themselves to the 


art of self governmen’, they waste their 


time and their euergies in paltry attampts at 
revolution, each oov striving to show how 
little be himsel¢ knows ofthe art of persona 
restraint, much less of the scieuce of 
governing others. Now we have seen a 
guod deal of the way in which the United 
States s2t to (o govern a colony, which we 
may fairly descrine as the altruistic mathod. 
The Am-ricau nation was intensely moved 
by the misgoverament of the Spaniard, 
whose idea was to trouble himself as little 
as possible about the moral or poyaical 
welfare of the puople, but let matters drift 
on as they liked, being content t» band them 
over to the religious supremacy of the priests 
and friars; b:leving that having taken care 
of the orthodoxy of their religion, they had 
perfurmed their whole duty. Sucerdo‘al 
government has never provei a success, and 
that eutirely independent of tae creel of 
the priesthood, whether their suprems heal 
were the Pope of Ryne or the Dalai Lams 
of Tibet. That was plain for all to ses, and 
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accordingly the Americans set about to 
weaken the authority of the Church, They 
however did not take stock of the fact that, 
before loosing one form of belief, it would 
be well to have some practical suhstitute ; 
the American theory was that the ills of the 
Luzon islanders were due to the teachings 
of the priests ; if they removed this incubus 
on the people, and left tem free to make a 
new departure, they would of themselves 
see the necessity of reform, and of their 
own motion purge the abuses which they 
saw around them. ‘That the faculty 
of self government by no means came by 
nature, but required a long preliminary 
training, was “something the Americans 
themselves had failed to learn. Joln Filipo 
had indeed ideas on the subject of govern- 
ment, but they mainly cousisted in his 
belief that it consisted in his being per- 
mitted to do as he pleased, without any 
conception, that the right of government 
carried any corresponding duties. Enthus- 
jaste of this kind existed in plenty 
amongst the Filipinos; and at first Uncle 
Sam conceived that all he had to do was to 
take them by the hand, and encourage what 
under his own traditions he was willing to 
believe was the nascent spirit of liberty. 
Under this belief he with a light heart 
undertook the task of ruling the islands, 
convinced that he bad only to show Jolin 
Filipo the charm of good government, for 
the latter to at once acknowledge the hoon 
conferred upon him, and act to to make 
himself efficient in the art. Nothing was 
further from John’s ideas on the subject. 
Good government might be a very superior 
sort cf business for others, but gocd govern- 
ment meant work, aud he had no greater 
love for work under an ideal constitution 
than he had in the old times, and for his 
part he preferred idleness with a little 
excitement now and then. 
Now of all othera this was the one thing 
which an experienced government, by in- 
stinct almost, knows wust be put down at 
once with a strong hand. It is the begin- 
nings of restlessness that require, in the 
interests of the governed, no less than of 
the governors, to te repressed. But for 
want of experiencé this was not recognised 
by the first governurs of the new depen- 
dency ; and the respect, which should have 
been insisted on from the beginning, bya 
strict administration, was permitted to fizzle 
away, and the picture of a speedy resignation 
dangled before John's eyes. The fact of the 
matter is that there is no material in the 
Filipino for self government. At no period 
has the race been free to govern itself; but 
has always been subject to some outside 
power which has momentarily obtained 
possession of the land. This has always 
been recognised by England, who was glad 
to see the United States, after a good deal 
of hesitation, take on itself the respon- 
sibility of settled government. 
sufficient on our own shoulders there was 
never any disposition on the part of the 
British Government or the British people 
to undertake a further responsibility ; but 
there was a general feeling that the old 
atute of disorder to which the islands were 
chronically subject, was not conducive to 
the advantage of our large interests in the 
Far East. When therefore the United 
States stepped in, it was with no reserve of 
jealousy that we looked on approvingly at 
the islands being occupied by a kindred 
people, whom we could understand, and 
whose modes of thought were similar to our 
own. This may be a selfish way of looking 
at the question, but in national affairs an 
enlightened selfishness is, after all, the b.st 
security for success an:l good administration, 
and go we do not beat about the bush to 


With quite | 


tind altruistic motives for wishing. the 
continuance of American administration in 
the Philippines; while on the other side 
we feel that by putting our views in a proper 
lig ht, and showing how honestly we have 
an interest in the affair of good gavernment, 
we risk no danger of being misunderstood. 
So on this occasion we can honestly look 
Unele Sam iv the face, and advise him to 
sit tight and face the Devil. 


CHINESE DECREES.

(Dai'y Press, 50th August) 

The unkindest things that are ever said 
ofthe present administration of the Chinese 
Empire are always to be found implicated 
in Chinese official publications, Imperial 
Decrees in particular. There is no need to 
draw on imagination to show that s-me- 
things are rotten in the state. A recent 
Decree relating to the funds for the relief 
uf the sufferers by the fleods in Chibli 
province orders the Mini-try of Finance to 
disgoree all the funds that have heen 
accumulating in that department for years 
for famine relief. This comes rather late 
in the day, in view of the enormous sum 
recently contributed by foreign sympa- 
thi-ers, and there appeara to be 2 good deal 
of significance in the addenduin to the 
Deeree, which is thus translated: ‘Further. 
more, in future monies sent up annually 
to Peking from the various provinces for 
this fund must be deposited in the Bank 
at interest, and are not to be touched for 
any other purpose than what they are 
primarily intended for. Let the Min'stry 
concerne | tuke note.” A Decree issucd at 
the same time by the Dowager Empress 
has already found publieation in our 
columns. ‘The Nungkungshangpu, eqniva- 
lent to a Board of Trade, with other 
concerns in agrirulture and pubiie werks, 
lad cailed the Imperial attention to the 
evident prosperity of the Chinese ‘‘in the 
islands of the S -uth Pacific ;” these subjects 
of Her Majesty were waxing so rich that they 
had actually founded Chambers of Commerce. 
Perhaps it would be worth while to send 
somebudy dawn to observe their doings, 
Her Majesty was much interested an’ 
pleased, and ordered the Vice-Pr-sident of 
the memorializing Board, who was douhtless 
hankering after a free trip, to go and tell 
these people how much she appreciated 
them, und to assure them that she would 
always be glad to weleome them. If any 
of them could and would bring to China 
considerable sums of money for the purpose 
of starting important inercantile en'erprises 
for the encouragement of trade, they would 
be granted noble rank, aud taken care of 

,and protected. As the men to whom the 
: Commiss'ouer carries that message already 
;enjoy British protection, under which they 
i have been enabled to amiss their riches, 
the offer of the Empres<s-Dowager cannot be 
very attractive. Besides, itis an offer that 
has been often made before, an-l tue eager- 
ness of Peking t» receive the-e pro livals 
has perhaps been t»o openly betravel, 
Singapore, of course, embraces the majority 
lof the men in whom a0 much interest ig 
taken, aud if we may judge from the Straits 
Times, there is very little likelihood of the 


invitatiun being acc»pte | by too many of | 


them. Auuouucing the publication of n new 
newspaper, an organ of the ‘“ Reform 
Party,” our contemporary savs: 

It is the orzan of advanced Chinase thought, 
and will voice the aspirations of tha Reform 
Party in Cuina. It is part of the policy of this 
party, which may be regarded as reprasantiag 
true patriotism, to preserve China for the 
Chinese. in past times, this ory of national 
exclusiveness has meant extermination fur all 


for alopting this ory not as indicating .a desire 
to set up China and the Chinese io active 
hostility towards the foreigner and everything 
foreign, bat as indicating a desire to preserve 
their national independence and the territorial 
integrity of their great coantry. It would 
savour of the paradox for a Chinese newspaper 
| published in a British Colony, where its founders 
and promoters, its edifor and contributors, have 
lived and flourished, where many of thém were 
born, and where others have found ano axyinm 
from the rigour and persecution and injustice 
of their own mandarins, to advoca‘e the old 
| policy of Chinese exclusiveness. We take it, 
therefore, that our new contemporary is prep ired 
' to take’ a broad and generous and enlightened 
view of ifs own olicy and the aspiralions of 
its party. and that its advocacy of modern 
civilised methods in China will be in no wise 
tinctured by hostility towards the nations and 
peoples with whom they have been brought in 
contact. aad from whose infinence and example 
and protection they have benefitted. With the 
aspirations of the Reform Party we sympathise 
uniecervedly They represent a people grop- 
| ing after a higher national existence. ‘Their 
fey abrond has taught them the tack- 


wardoess of their own country, and they realise 
that this ra‘regr-ssion is due, almost entirely, 
to the rot'e: state of the administration aader 
the Manchus. ‘Their weakness lies ina supreme 
confidence in their own unaided efforts. The 
Chin-se cannot afford to dispense with for- 
eign aid, They cannot measure their olitical 
and industrial abilities by the success which 
has altended them in commercial enterprise 
in foreign lands. They hare a long journey 
to make befere they can walk alone,. withont 
the guidance of the-foreigner; aod we hope 
[she Chong Shing Yit Pao will never allow 
its readers aud subscribars to forget that faot, 
nor the Straits Chinese how much they are 
indebted to British authorities for the protec. | 
tion’ afforded them in this Colony aod tha 
opportunity of carrying ou in peace and safety 
the bnsinessas which have brought them un- 
bounde:l prosp-rity. 


SPORT AND SPECTATORS

The “barrickng”’ and subsequent riotous 
damage at Lord’s cricket ground last month 
has revivel a discussion the stuleness of 
which never seems to imply lack uf interest. 
It always provokes heated debate. Thit is 
because cricket no longer ireans merely two 
parties contesting: the spertators now 
constituts a third party which apparently 
claims as of right a@ deep concern in the 
arrangements, <A correspodent writing to 
a Loudon da-ly trusts that the incident may 
lead to the removal of the following abuses, 
which are becuming iucreasingly irritating 
to spectators at cricket matches. 

First, and generally, the players never 
come intu the field at the appoint d time, 
and very frequeutly leave it before the half- 
| hour, or hour, arrives. . ad 

Next, the obnoxious habit of having 
“trial” balls ou change of bowlers, Why 
sl.ouid not the batsmen have «a few “trial” 
balls ? 

And lastly, the ‘‘ tea interval” farce and 
the © bad light’ absurdity. 

All the time lost by these subterfuges 
irrila’es—eveon exasp2rates—the cricketing 
public. 

Others write, in the interests of port, 
strongly condemning the interference o1 the 
moh which, from uader the shelter of its 
umbrellas, howls for the game to go on even 
in a& tlownpour. It is evident that the 
question is one of yitemoney. People have 
com and piid to see a show, and the ques- 
tion is whether the two elevens have come 


j to pay cricket or to provide the show 


paid for, Teno years ago that brilliance 
jeurnalist Mr. <A. T. (Qortuer-Coucn 
preseate. the poimts for aod against, 
fle said cricket bad become a business 
concern, and that there was now less 


foreigners, bat we girethe Xeform Party credit! thought of what wns due to sport than 
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due to the public. Spectators grumbled if 
stumps were drawn early for uny reason, 
and a captain's orders were cauva-sed aud 
challenged ; his chvuice of tea:n, club dis- 
putes, and all sorts of petty details were 
debated in the parliameut of the sporting 
column. Prince Ranjitsinhji in his book 
on cricket admitted that “certain obliga- 
tions towards the spectators have to be 
taken into consideration,” and he even went 
so far as to say that captains “are under an 
obligation to tlic public to see that the 
match is played in such a way as the public 
hag a reasonable right to exject.” The 
situation has grown worse aince then, aud 
the “tea interval ’' is now understood to be 
lengthened so that captains and other 
plavers may write their telegraphic reports 
and comments for that section of tbe public 
which does not pay at the gate, but gets 
it all for a halfpenny in the morning. 
Cricket is no longer an affair of “ flannelled 
fools,’ if it ever wae, but an affair of um- 
breilaed idiots. C. B. Fry says nothing is 
more certain than that the atiitude of a 
certain class of spectator of first class 
cricket matches has lecome a disgrace to 
English sport, while a contemporary, dis- 
cussing the gcene at the Middlesex and 
Lancashire match, says : 


“Ply the Gime” is the cry of tha Unwashed, 
who could not play it themselves if they tried. 
The referee gets a warm time if his decisions 
are contrary to their liking, and mob law is soon 
put into force. Professional football is 
responsible for a good deal of this spirit. The 
leading association clubs are admittedly ron on 
& money making basis, with every attention paid 
to the commercial details. And a 1:ew wing 
man is looked on, not as a clever exponent of 
the game, but as a sure draw with the crowd. 
That many of these lookers-on kno« a good deal 
of the game does not alter thefact. They want 
the game according to thei- ideas. Who pays 
the piper calls thetune. Which is quite oppos-d 
to the idea of sport, the leading maxim of 
which is let the best man win. 

Yet it is to be noted, that neither the members 
of the Club nor the public that comes to watch it 
really “play the game.” fond ag they are of adjur- 
ing those who do. In fact they often take charge, 
and actually interfere with the game. There 
was the notable instance, quite recently, in the 
Middlesex and Juancashire match. It had been 
very rainy and Lords is notoriously a bad pitch 
in wet weather. The sixpenny gallury yelled out 
for cricket. The captains and umpires decided 
that cricket was impossible and drew the stumps, | 
with the result that the irate mob trampled | 
over the pitch and so damaged it that Maclaren | 
refused to play at all on the third day. The! 
fatuous part of the crowd's behaviour is that ‘ 
from under umbrellas it still cried out to the 
players to “ply the gime” and raised shouts of 
‘‘ Good-Bye Cricket,” ironically singing ‘Auld - 
Lang Syne.” Perhaps the provision of muzzles, 
gags, and manacles, free, and to be used by 
every spectator who cannot produce a certificate 
of having passed standard III in the game, 
might meet the case. a 

This last suggestion might have been 
made at a recent waterpolo mateh at Hong- 
kong, where the spectators were certainly 
not animated by the laudable desira to see 
the better team win. The majority of the 
spectators belonged to the Victoria Recrea- 
tioh Club, at whose premises the match was 
played. The competing teams were the 
Corinthian Yacht Club’s team and a team 
of soldiers. If the former won,’ the 
ultimate success in the competition of the 
V. B.C. team wna deemed to be less likely, 
so the V. R. C. spectators gave vent to their 
feelings as if their own champions were 
engaged at the time. Such feelings were 
natural and excusable, but it was Lot good 
sport to show them in that way. Here too 
the chief offenders were not players, but 
non-playing members of the V. R. C. whose 
anxiety to have their club retain the shield 
blinded them to the bad taste of their 
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demonstrations. The team: themselves, an-l 
the in lividual players, got on together, and 
do get on, we are glad to siv, without this 
show ofacerbity. The non-playing spectator 
with lewher lungs who keeps bawling 
“foul, foul,” and thus disturbing the um- 
pire, is au unmitigated nui-auce. He is 
certainly nvt the sportsman he thinks he 
is, aud the soouer his type is subdued, the 
better it will be for sport.

did not ship coolies to America. Defendant did 
not lend wituess $200 on February 28th. 

Mr. Harding—Will yoo explain how it is that 
in the document you produce you don’t mention 
the amount was advauced as money lent 9—We 
wero friends, 

But you know in a document like that it is 
generally stated why the money was advanced ? 
—It is a stamped document. 

And has only a firm’s chop on it? —I trusted 
to defendant adding his signature. We Chinese 
trust each other. 

You know the defendant has been in business 
here for nearly 30 years2—Yes, 

oun keeps a large seamen’s boarding house ? 
— Yes, 

Didn't you havea quarrel with bim by reason 
of his turning off thes.s. Dukota certain stowa- 
Ways }ou sent aboard »—No. 

Mr. Harding said the defence was that the 
defendant lent the plaintiff $200, which was a 
loan fora week only. No receipt was given for 
it, but the money was not repaid, although the 
defendant had applied for it many times. 

Defendant tol the Court he mada a loan of 
$200 to the plaintiff, and producsd his firm's 
book showing the entry. The amount was not 
repaid at the end of a week as arranged. Some- 
time later a man called at his boarding house, 
handed him $200, and said it was the amouut 
plaintiff owed him.

~ The adjourned public examination of Fan 
Wa-shan, yarn merchant. was continued by the 
Official keoeiver. Debtor said be had not an 
account at the Chartered Bank, neither had tha 
Sun Hirg firm. Probably his brother had, and 
sometimes when debtor had a considerable sum 
of money on hand he gave it to his brother, 
who put it into his banking account. Then 
when he wanted money he got his brother to 
give him a cheque. These translations 
were clearly stated in the firm’s books. At 
the end of the year before last his cus- 
tomers said the crops were good and that 
there would be large quantities of yarn 
required, and they asked him to buy goods and 
keep them intheSun Hing. When the first or 
second moon of last year arrived, the customers 
called on him and he told them he had-the goods 
ready for them and asked themto book them 
They replied that they would have to wait till 
they bad letters from the iuterior to see bow 
they could place the goods. In the course of 
two or three weeks’ time witness pressed them 
but they put. him off till after the fourth moon, 
when yarn fellin price. Debtor had purcha-ed 
for them some 20,000 bales, He trusted the 
customers to take the goods. There was a loss 
in the price of these bales of approximately 
$30,000 or $40,0U0. That money should have 
been the loss of the customers. He could have 
stood the loss on that date and had money over 
even if the customers bad not taken the goods. 
As to the matter of the purchase of 50,000 
bales later, it was a foreign firm who told him 
to buy, telling him that the price of yarn would

His Worship put the qaestion to the defend- 
ant who said it should be alleged armed robbery, 
adding “ members of the Reform Farty never 
commit armed robbery. ” 

Chan Hok Chin, a native of the Chui Chow 
district, and at present residing in Hongkong, 
said be was a licensed hawker. He arrived 
in Hongkong on the 28th March this year. 
Witness knew defendant. who was his friend. 
Vhey came to the Colony by the same steamer. 

Cross examined by Mr. Morrell—I was a 
hawker in Swatow before coming here. I did not 
gosbout with a barrow but kept a stall. In 
Swatow we are not prosecuted for obstruction. 
IT have known the defendant for one or two 
yeare. I met him at the Mission House in 
Ewatow. 

It was discovered that the witness was a 
Chr-stian and be was accordingly sworn in the 
ordinary fashion. 

Witness continued—I met him one or two 
years ago but did not: become friendly with him 
till the middle of February this year. The 
defendant was nct a Christian; he was not yet 
baptised, I did not wear a long coat when I 
was a hawker in Swatow. I keep a stall under 
a tree at Tai Hang. I don’t make much money 
out of that. 

You don’t wear a long coat conduoting that 
busi-ess?—I do not, 


Is it only on o casions like this when you wear 
a long coat 2—1t is to pay respect to the Court 
that I wear a long coat. 

While defendant was i: Hongkong did you 
both live in the same room ?—We did. 

Did you know what defendant did during the 
day ?-—No. 

You remember the night of the 15th April 
last 9—No. 

Do you remember the night of the 16th ?—No. 

Yon are not prepared to swear to soything 
that happened on either of those dates ?— 
Nothing regarding myself. 

You cin’t maks a declaration on oath as 
to what d-«fendant did ’—I don't know what 
you mean. 

Question repeated. —I can swear defendant 
was io the Colouy at that time, 

How so¥—-I know he was a month in the 
Colony about thit time. I can say this much, 
from the day of our arrival in Hoogkong 
antil the day of bis departure for Swatow, on 
10th May, the defendant was sleaping iu the 
game apartment with ma every night. 

llid vou ever go out at night ’ —No. 

Were you a mem'er cf the so called Raform 
Party 

Sir Hanry Berkeley— Tell him not to answer 
uulegs he likes. 

Mr. Morrell said it did pot matter in this 
Colony what a man’s political opinions were. 

Sir Henry Berkeley said the question was 
immaterial and uureasonable. 

Mr. Morrell said that, if the witness belonged 
to the sume political ; arty as defeudant, it would 
show bi:s. 

Sir Heury Berkeley—Unfortusately my 
friend holds a brief for the Chinese Government. 

Mr. Morrell—I object to that. It is the 
second time you have insinuated that. {1 am 
appearing for tha Government of this Colony. 

Sir Henry Barkeley—No, you are not. 

Mr. Morrell —I do. 

His Worship--Yer, ha is down as Crown 
Solicitor. I will bear what you have to say, 
Sir Henry. 

Sir Henry Berkeley submiited that it was not 
proper that the Crown Solicitor should appear in 
that way and he protested against it. The \ttor- 
ney-Geverul aud the Crown Solicitor are paid by 
the Government of the Colony and have no 
interest whatever butthe vindication of justice 
They do what judges have always done—they 
hold the balance. te putit that thatought not 
to be pressed against the defendant. If the 
man was shown to be a reformer there would 
eventually b a charge made against him. 

His Worship—I will allow the question to 
be put as to whether he is a membsr of a 
Reform Party or not. ‘Ihe question has been 
put. What is the answer? 

‘The Interpreter— Xo. I am not a member 
of the Reform Party. (Laughter )

Chan Tuk Cheng, foreman in Messrs. Jar- 
dine Matheson's sugar refinery, who lives at 
Tai Haog, deposed to meeting defend nt on 
March 28th when be was accompanied by the 
last witness, Witness gave up his sittingroom 
{o defendant who lived there till May luth 
wheo he left for Swatow. 

Mr. Morrell afterwards submitted a lengthy 
objection to certain decuments being admitted 
as evidence. 

Sir Henry Berkeley submitted that the avi- 
dence before the Magistrate did pct amount t> 
proof of guilt under section ~1 of the Treaty of 
Tientsin, nor was there a probable presumption 
of the gnilt of the accused within the meaning 
of section 76 of the Magistrites Ordinance. His 
second ground was that the evidence was suffi- 
cient to prove to the satisfaction of the Magis- 
trate within the meanin rof section 4, sub-section 
1, of the Ordinance that tha requisition for the 
surrender of the fugitive to the Chinese Govern- 
ment wasin fact made with a view to puaaish 
him for an offence of a_ political character. 
His third ground was that the evidence before 
the Magistrate was sufficient to sustain the 
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defence of ao alibi in aaswer to the charge 
preferred against bim. Proceeding. he pointed 
out that fonr dsys after the proclamation - by 
the Chin Chow Magistrate of the reward of 
$!,000 for the capture of defendant he was 
arrested ia trongkong. The inference from 
thia was fairly plain.

Ths 
claimant was Mr. J. CU. Wong who was 
represented by Mr. G. K. Hall Bratton, while 
Mr. G. E. Morrell, Crown Solicitor, appeared 
on behalf of the Crown. 

The judgment was delivered in Caambers, bat 
it was afterwards learned by the Press that the 
compensation was $2,U00 at seven per cent, 
which was to be paid by April 16th. 


THE “EMPRESS OF CHINA” 
SHARK STORY. 


IS NOT A ROMANCE. 

Because of the comparative immunity from 
sharks batbers enjoy inthe barbourof Hongkong, 
there are those who believe that the story about a 
seaman on the ss, Empress of China boing 
attacked by one should be taken cum grano 
sali. Such however, is not the cay, aad the 
theories advanced that the unfortunate mao 
fouled something in the water, perhaps oneof the 
ship's cables, are altogether groundless, The 
story has created so much interest among 
bathers, aud so many conclusions have hoen 
arrived at, that a representative of this paper 
wason Aug. 28 despatched to learn the trae facts. 

On boarding the ss. Empress of | hina, 
which is at present lying beyond Kellett 
Island, he loarned that on Sanday afternoon 
four seamen were enjoying a swim in the water 
near the ship. The young sailor who was 
injured was floating on his back some distance 
away from the vessel with bis arms out. 
alretched, when suddenly his right hand 
was seized by a fish of some description, 
and he was dragged beneath the water. In 
his struggle he minaged t» release himself, 
but not before the fissh bad ben tora com- 
pletely off one of his fingers, while twu of the 
others were baily lacerated. When free te 
mavaged to swim to the gangway and regaine 
the deck of tha steamer. ‘The ship's doctor 
dressed the injuries and at the time thought 
it wonld ba necessary t2 amputate the little 
finger, and so acute was the pain that 
the seaman begged the doctor to remove 
it. Later in the day the shock, coupled 
with the intense -pain, bronght on au attack 
of what appeared to be temporary insanity, 
and the sufferer was removed to the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospit:l so that he might 
receive better attention. There, after examia- 
ation, the doctors were of opinion that 
the little finger could be saved, bat the 
man’s condition had not improved. While 
‘n a ward on the second floor, he rushed 
on the verandah and attempted to Jamp over, 
saying as he ran that he was going to 
viva in after the fish. Fortunately he was 
seized before reaching the balustrade. Evid- 
ently in his struggle under water he saw 
what it was bad hold of him, so all the opinions 
about a “foul” must go by the board. The 
captain of the steamer, the pilot and the 
doctor, are thoroughly convinced thst the 
unfortunate man was attacked by a denizen 
of the deep, for the marks of the fish’s teeth 
were Visible on the wounded hand. This opinioa 
has been confirmed by the hospital doctors. The 
man is still in hospital, and his condition 
is serious,

HONGKONG COLLEGE OF 
MEDICINE. 

A meeting of the Court of the Hongkong 
Collega of Medicine was held in tha Legislative 
Council Chamber on Aug. 23, when the Diploma 
of the College was presented by the Rector, 
Hoo. Mr, F. H. May, C.M.G., to two students, 
Kwao King Hung and Li Ho Ching, who have 
completed the curriculum of five yoars’ study 
and passed all the professional examinations. 

Mr. Li Ho Ching, who haa been appointed 
to ba Government Medical Officer at ‘Tai Po, 
was also preseated by the Rector with a cheque 
for $150, the amount of the Blake Scholarship, 
awarded after a competitive examination oa 
the subjacts; of Clinical Surgery, Clinical 
Medicine and Disaases of the Eye, held at 
the Government Civil Hospital and the Ho 
Miu Ling Hospital. 

The Collage of Medicine is making an im. 
portant forward mov-ment at the present 
time. Towards the end of last year there care 
to it the beginnings of an endowment, in the

For twenty years the 
Colleges bas been in existence, quietly and coa- 
tinuously carrying on the work it marked out 
for itself in 1887. There has been no lack of 
students; teachers each taking a subject for 
which by previous training and experience he 
is specially fitted, have been at all times 
forthcoming ; an organization has existed, 
mode!led on that of English Medical Schools; 
bat thus far the College has possessed no per- 
manent local habitation, and there has been 
no regularly paid s‘aff devoting itself 
entirely to the training of the studente. 
At length, however, College buildings are 
about to be erected. The Government two 
years ago reserved on the Tai Piog Shan 
resumed area a site in every way suitable for 
the purposes of s Medical College, convenient 
of access for Lecturers, and centrally placed in 
relation to the Government Civil Hospital, 
Alice Memorial Hospital, Nethersole Hospital, 
Ho Miu Liog Hospital, Tang Wa Hospital, the 
Public Mortuary and the Bicteriological L1- 
boratory, to bs granted to the Court free of 
charge; 82d a generous Chinese gentleman, 
Mr. Ng Li Hing, an old resident of this 
Colony, bas now offered to spend $50,000 in the 
erection of College buildings on the site thus

tencs; but asaliviog organ‘zstion it has had 
a very real existenc: and bas done much sub- 
stantial work, and it hig done its utmost by 
makeshifts to make good its somewhat anomalous 
circumstances. It bas had its headquarters in 
the Alice M:morial H ~pital, and the affiliated 
Noethersole and Ho Mia Ling Hospitals have 
also bsen open to studsnts for parprses of 
clinical instraction; but, in addition, the College 
has borrowed accommodation for special purposes 
all over the city, During this sammer session, 
for example, the Surgery lectures have bean 
delivered at the Government Civil Hopital, 
Biology has beeu taught at Queen's C lege, 
Chemistry and Ph yaics in the Queen's College 
Laboratory, Public Haalth inthe Royal sanitary 
[ostitute’s lecture hall, Pathology and Bact»rio- 
logy inthe Pablic Mortuary and the Bacteriologi- 
cal [ustitute; and the Tung Wa Hospital hag 
also basen made use of in tutorial classea for the 
clinical material it affords. The Lecturers of 
the College are thus, it must be apparent, doing 
their bast under the great disadvantages that 
exist, to make their teaching as thorough and as 
practical as possible. 

We uoderstand that it is in view to mika a 
vigorous effort early next year to raise by public 
subscription an Kadowment Found, to eaable 
the Court to engage the services of a staff of 
specially qualified lecturers for the more dis- 
tinctively scientitic subjects, and to render 
more effective by the provision of adequate 
teaching appliances the work of the present 
honorary staff of lecturers, who will continue 
their services to the institution. 

During the twenty years that have elapsed 
since the College was inaugurated, exactly 100 
studants have been enrolled; of thess 81 have 
qualified, and most of the Liceutiates already 
qualified have settled in the Uolony itself, All 
tha Dispensaries established by the Chinese 
themsel ves in various parts of Victoris, in 
Yaumati, Hungbom and old Kowloon city, for 
the express purpose of assisting the Govern- 
ment to enforce its sanitary laws, are manned 
by Licentiates of this College, Other 
Licentiates are in direct Government service in 
the New Territory and on the Railway works ; 
some are resident surgeons in the Hospitals for 
the Chinese; and several are practising their 
profession privately among their own people in 
various parts of the Colony, and in this capacity 
gaining access to the bomes and the confidence 
of the Chinese, rich and poor alike. These men 
are exerting a wide, and a widening, influence 
towards the breaking down of Chinese pre- 
judices and Chinese obstruction to that better 
sanitation in which, it is recoguised on all hands, 
lie a happier future and a yet greater com- 
mercial prosperity for this Colony. 


MANSLAUGHTER AT CHEUNG. 


SHAWAN., 
Three Indians named Peer Bux, Namad 
Khan, and Parket Khan were charged 


before Mr. C. D. Melbourne at the Magistracy 
on Angust 29th with the manslaughter of 
Li Chu on the 22nd Angust. The first 
mentioned,who is fairly well k nown,isa dairyman 
at Cheung Sha Wan. He surrendered to his 
bail of $1000, Inspector McHardy prosecuted. 

On the 22nd August the deceased went to 
draw water from the wel] at the redr of Peer 
Bux's premises. Peer Bux objected to the 
bucket going into the wel]. An altercation 
ensued, and the two young Indians coming up 
took sides with Peer Bux. They wrenched the 
bamboo from the Chinaman and beat him over 
the bead with it. When the police arrived they 
ordered the removal! of the unfortunate man to 
the Hospital where he died shortly after 
admission. 

Dr. Koch, medical officer in charge of the 
Government Civil Hospital, spoke to the 
deceased being admitted in an nnconscious 
condition and saffering from bruises on the 
head. It was one of the latter wounds which 
proved fatal. Apparently the wounds had been 
inflicted by a blunt instrament, such as the 
bamboo produced. The scalp was not broken. 

Other evidence was called and the case wae 
emanded, 
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STABBING AFFRAY IN THE 
HARBOUR. 


FIVE EUROPEANS ARRESTED. 


Indravelli in the early hours of on Aug. 
80th told the Water Police that their 
presence was wanted on board. The police 
pune promptly steamed to the vessel, where 
nspector Kerr foand two men in irons and 
learned that the third officer, nvmed Thorne, 
had been stabbed by one of the ship's crew. 

The circumstances of the affair are as 
follows, The Indravelli had arrived in ports 
few days ago from New York and on Thursday 
a number of the flremen were given leave to 
go ashore, They returned to the steamer 
about one or two o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, but before stepping on the gangway 
they had a digpute with the sampan 
man as to the fare, As their remarks 
were spoken in rather a loud voice and as 
their language was not of the most refined 
nature, the third officer came down the gang- 
way and told the men to make less noise 
as there were passengers on board. They 
resented his interference and one of them 
strack the officer. On deck a scnfila ensued, 
the allegation being that the men, who 
were in a drunken condition, attacked the 
officer, one man using a knife. In a short 
time the captain came on deck and knocked 
down a man who was holding the officer. The 
men then retired and it was founi that the 
third officar had been stabbed with a knife on 
the- head, back and side. Two of the men 
were placed in ironr, The doctor from the 
Stberia dre:sed the injacies of the wounded 
map, who was afterwards removed to the hospital. 
Five European firemen were arrested, and they 
will be brought up at the Magistracr on Aug. 3 . 

The five men of the ss. Indravelli in oon- 
nection with the stabbing of the third officer 
were placed in dock at the Magistracy on Satur- 
day before Mr. F. A. Hazeland. The accused 
—Thomas Dean, William Clarke, Walter O' 
Brien (firemen), Charles Reilly and Thomas 
Enockton — were charged with maliciously 
wounding G. G. Thorne on the 3(ith August. 
Inspector Kerr prosecuted. Defendants pleaded 
not guilty. 

Captain Cullington, of the Indravelli, 
stated that on Thursday evening, whilst he was 
lying down in his chair on deck, he heard a 
sampan come alongside and heard men cursing 
and swearing in loud tones. The third and 
fourth officers who were aroused by the noise, 
remonstrated with the men and then witness 
heard a disturbance on deck and saw the 

officer (Mr. F. Bayliss) holding 

Reilly. Mr. Thorne (third officer) was holding 
Dean and called out that ho was stabbed, upon 

hearing which aptain Cullington seized Dean, 

the latter struggling the while. Reilly got 

away from Mr. Bayliss and went forward. Then 
the captain being told that the third officer 
was bleeding freely, rele-sed !-ean, who also 
ran forward. Bandages were prepared for the 

third officer, after which Dean was put in 

irons by the chief officer, assisted by the second. 

When shackled Deano used violent and filthy 
language, saying thal be would like to “do for’ 
all the officers. He also said that if he had 
had a gun he would have shot the fourth 
-officer (Mr F. J. Dunkler). After dressing 
the third officer's injurir, which was 
difficult owing to the free flow of blood from 
the four stab wounds, the captain went forward, 
accompanied by the chief officer. Prior to 
this he bad been handed a sheath knife by the 
gecond officer, who took it from Dean's pocket. 
The blade was greasy, but there were no traces 

of blood — this wasan hour after theaffray. In 
going forward to arrest Reilly just as the 

fo'o'ale as reached the captain saw that Heutly 

hed a ragor which was open.

STILL ANOTHER MURDER. 


On August 25th the body of a man who had 
apparently been done to death was found in 
French Street. It had knife wou ds over the 
head and body, and there could be little doubt 
that the uufortunate man bad been murdered. 

On Aug. 28 the boly was identified as that of 
Lun Tsoi, acarpenter formerly employed at the 
Kwong Woo Iai shop, 258, Des Voux Road.

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ANTI-OPIUM REGULATIONS 
IN KWANGSI. 
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Following is a translation of the proclama- 
tion posted in all the large towns in Xwangsi 
province, addressed to opium smokers. 

This is to inform you that we are authorized 
by the authorities to issue licences for selling 
raw or prepared opium. All sellers of this drug 
are to call at this department to take out a 
licence for continuing in their trade, as all 
persona dealing in this drug without a licence 
are liable to a heavy fine. In the cities and 
towns all applications for cartificates for opium 
smokers are to be made to the President of the 
Town Hall and, in the villages, the same must 
be made to the officer in charge of the sub- 
census department. The application must state 
the surname and name, add-ess and aga of tha 
smoker and the quantity of opium he consumes 
per day. The issuance of certificates in this 
city will commence on the 10th day of the 7h 
ranon (18th August 1907), avd clos: on the 2th 
day of the 7th moon (28th Augast 1907) In 
the villages certificates will be granted only up 
to the end of the 7th moon and no certificates 
will be granted after that date. 

Persons wishing to know the conditions under 
which ths certificate is granted are requested 
to call at this department or at the sub-census 
department in their respective districts to 
obtain all information they need. 

1. Smokers who have taken ont the certificate 
and have before the expiry of its term, given up 
the habit, must return their certificates to the 
anti-opium society for transmission to the 
Registrar of Census for cancellation. Th y 
must take great care of such documants and see 
that they are returned to the proper quarters. 

2. mokers must renew their certi cates once 
a year and return them for renewal at the end 
of the 12th moon each ye7r. The certificates 
are not to be disfigured or defaced as a renewal 
might be refused if the document is too badly 
disfigured to be identified. Tho attention of 
smokers is also called to the notification of the 
Census department wich is as follows :— 

The following are Regulations published 
in compliance with the instructions of the 
Provincial authorities, and are to be observed 
by certificated opium smokers. 

The certificates are mede out in two forms 
one bearing the character “ Kap ” and the other, 
“ Yuet.” The “Kap” certiticates will be iss: ed 
to smokers above the age of 60; the ‘‘ Yuet” 
ones, to smokers under the age of 60. 

All persons from the gentry to the lowest 
servant, who are opium smokers shall apply for 
a certificate to empower them to use the drug 
and buy it for their own consumption. All dealers 
both in raw and prepared opium, are to label 
{he opium they supply to smokers in accord- 
ance with the instructions contained in their 
licence, for the purpose of identification. 

The licences for selling opium will be issued, 
in the case of a city, bythe Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Police and in the case of villages 
and towns, by the official departments nearest to 
such places. In villages which are far away from 
the official yamens, the village gentry are 
appointed te collect the applications of dealers 
and forward same in batches to the official 
department for licences to be issued. 

All applications for such licences must givé 
the following particulars:—Name of shop. 
Name of proprietor, his age, the length of 
time for which his shop has existed. The date 
at which it was opened. Its capital. ‘lhe 
quantity of opium it keeps in stock. 

The licenced dealer has also to keep a list or 
his customers stating against their names theif 
respective ages, addresses, occupations and 
quantities of opium they consume per day. 

The licences for selling raw and prepared 
opium shall be issued by the district officials. 
The certificates for opium smokers shall be 
handed to the gentry of each village for trans- 
mission to the smokers, the former being 
authorised to fill in the smoker's age, address, 
ocoupation and the quantity consumed by him 

rday. — 

‘The ligease for selling the raw drag or pre- 
pared opium must sta'e the name of the village.

Dealers who are licenced to sall the raw 
drug shall not be allowed to supply prepared 
opium to smokers, their privilege being to 
supply retailers with prepared opium. 

Licences dealing in prepared opiam, whole- 
sale, shall be allowed to sell prapared opium only. 


They are not allowed to keep any raw drag in 


stock though they are allowed to buy raw drug 
and make it into prepared opicem. nor shall they 
be allowed to sell opium direct to the smokers. 
Dealers in prepared opium are to endorss on 
the back of the licence the quantity of onium 


they supply to each smoker stating his name | ; 3

and theday on which the opium is supplied, and 
also chop tha entry with their own seal so that 
thesmoker could not get a sec nd supply from 
other dealers on the same day. 

After the 6th moon of this year no opium 
shall be supplied to individuals who ara in the 
employ of the government, it matters not 
whether they are holders of opium smokiog- 
certificates or otherwise. Dealers who offand 
against this order are liable to be fined or 
punished. 

The smoker's licence may be renewed once a 
vear only on the original being produced for 
cancellation. The smoker is not to use more 
than the quantity he has registared and is ex- 
pected to gradually reduce his dose, and to 
credit himself with a reduced quantity by the 
time his certificate is r-turned for renewal. 
Dealers and retailers in opium are strictly 
prohibited from supplying smokers with more 
opium than is registered and allowed on the 
certificate. 

All opium smokers are to obtain a certificate 
within two monLhsfrom the date of this notifi- 
cation, in default of which, the gentry or elders 
of the village are authorized to prosecute the 
defaulters before the authorities, and whosoever 
sball fail to obtain th+ certificate within twe 
months from the date of the notica or wilfully 
conceal his opium-smoking habit are liable toa 
fine or punishment. 


No certificates will be issued to smokers after 
the limit of two months has expired. 

Only one certificate shall be granted to one 
smoker. Should any person obtain more than 
one certificate under false pretences or by 
misrepresentation, he will, if the offence is 
proven, be either finad or punished according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All licences to sell the raw drug or prepared 
opinm are not allowed to transfer their 
licences to any person and in the event of 
their giving up the opium trade, return the 
icence to the proper -quarters for immediate 
cancellation. 

Having due consideration to the impoveri-hed 
conditions of the people of the Kwangsi 
Province and also {o the unfavourable state of the 
land, the Government has thought fit to allow 
one year a8 the limit of time for the inhabitants 
there to abaodon the opium-smoking habit. 
The gentries are earnestly exhorted to set the 
example to the lower classes by commencing as 
goon as possible to abstain from the use of the 
drug. 

It is decided to adopt the anti-opiam pre- 
parations made according to the prescriptions 
of the Jate Viceroy Lin Wen Chung and these 
preparations will be distributed gratis among 
the poorest inhabitants who are opium-sm»kers 
in the province. Smokers who are well-to-do, 
may be supplied with a copy of such prescrip- 
tions and have the cure prepared at their own 


! expense or obtain the cure adopted by the 


Government on payment of its value. 

Syndicates dealing in opium shall pay a fee to 
the Government and 1/5th part of the revenue 
from this source shall te applied towards the 
cost of making anti-opium medicine for free 
distribution. ; 

It is conceived advisable to farm out the 
monopoly of selling opium to a syndica‘e in all 
principal cities or market towns. as the more 


| sellers of opium there are, the harder it will be 


to detect irregularities or collusion. The fee 
paid for the monopoly will be appropriated 
towards the cost of making anti-opium medicines 
and paying for advertisements, form: of sub- 
licences, labels, eto., and the salaries of travel-

PLECE GOODS. 


Measrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
22nd August, 1307, states: —For some years past 
operators in Native Cotton have had reason to 
complain of the unsatisfactory manner in which 
the staple has been delivered here, causing great 
trouble and dizcontent at its destination when 
exported to foreign countries. Especially has 
this been felt in Japan, to which market fully 85 
per cent. of the Cotton exported is sent, so to 
overcome the abuses that have been in vogue here 
an infiuential body of exporters to that country 
have formed themselves into “The China Cotton 
Exporters’ Guild, Shanghai” for the purpose of 
establishing a Testing House here. The regula- 
tions of the Testing House contain a clause to the 
effect that a fee amounting to four times the 
rogular one will be charged to a non-member of 
the Guild wishing to have an examination made. 
This practical endeavour to overcome what has 
been a long standing abuse will be welcomed by 
all who have to do with the native staple as it 
comes to this market. An important proclama- 
tion has been issued recently by the Shanghai 
Taotai, at the instance of the British Consul 
Genera] here, with regard to the infringement of 
British Trade Marks on certain merchandise, It 
is strongly worded but only applies specifically to 
Soap and Cigarettes. However, it is hoped this 
will call attention afresh to this matter, 
and the Chinese Government will adopt the 
regulation as drawn up by ,the representatives 
of the Foreign Powers interested two years 
ago. Business during the interval has been 
practically at a standstill, so far as fresh 
transactions are concerned, and clearances of 
former purchases can only be designated as fair. 
TLe present stagnation is attributed to the hot 
weather, which although very favourable to the 
Rice and Cotton crops retards trade very much. 
At same time the auctions serve to show that the 
market, in spite of the apparent quietness, is not 
without some life, but even there it must not 
always be considered that the goods are being

Messrs. Ilbert & Co.’s Shanghai Piece Goods 
Report for the week ending August 22nd, 
1907, has the following.—There is little of 
interest that has occurred during the interval, 
demand from the principal centres being of a 
very quiet character, and but a few small sales 
from first hands have taken piace.
